Knowing that “40 untaxed houses” might incite 
comment, Mr. King documented his findings. He 
told how a registered bank appraiser sought facts 
on one of the houses on which a war veteran 
sought a G-I loan. He found the house two and 
one-half years old. He went to the Assessor’s 
to find that NOT ONE of the 40 


houses in the tract was of record. Not even the 


Office only 
lots were assessed. The entire tract of some 30 


acres was listed as unimproved desert land. 


The script of Mr. King’s broadeast was filed at 
the radio station. There it was examined by the 
Assessor who remarked it was “only about half 
right.” Now let us be fair. Let us assume the 
Assessor, or his representative, did not. slant his 
remark. This was a new subdivision. Some of 
the “40 untaxed houses” were probably still being 
built in March of 1945 when the assessment was 
supposed to be made. In that case the Assessor 
may have overlooked only 20 houses. In principle 
there is no difference. In the most favorable light 
placed on the matter it. reveals a breakdown, a 
laxity and a highly inefficient conduct of the 
Assessor’s duties. 


This Assessor is running for reelection. He is 
running on his record. Taxes are based on assess- 
ments. When one house, or 40 houses, goes un- 
assessed the other houses get an unfair and bigger 
tax.
